The Editor 

December’s Zeno’s Heap of Millet 
column was so filled with factual inac- 
curacy that a response is necessary: 

1. Contrary to statements made in 

the column, the CBC has never 
suggested that they ‘‘take over” 
any particular CFUV time slot. 
Zeno’s entire column is a hypothe- 
tical extrapolation from a five- 
minute telephone conversation I 
had in mid-October with a CBC 
Radio executive. I was asked if it 
was worth talking about some form 
of affiliation, and I said that it was. 
There has been no other contact 
since then. 
Zeno’s column was based on 
assumptions that have no basis in 
reality. I find it very unfortunate 
that the CBC has been drawn into 
a controversy without having done 
anything other than suggesting we 
might talk. 

2. Reference to a ‘“‘CBC proposal” is 
equally fantastic. There has been 
no proposal. If there ever is one, 
we all will have plenty of chance 
to comment on its merits. - 


3. The column claims that the CBC is 
seen as the solution to CFUV’s 
money and signal problems, but 
the author knows this not to be the 
case. We have been working for 
some time towards an increase in 
broadcast power — not as part of 
a deal with any outside group. 
Similarly, a UVic student funding 
referendum has been scheduled 
for March — if successful, our 
financial problems will be at least 
partly relieved. Neither of these 
problems, nor their potential solu- 
tion, have anything to do with the 
CBC. 

The concern expressed that 
CFUV’s character might change 
“over night” seems a bit far- 
fetched given the fact that the pro- 
spect of a meeting with the CBC 
was made known to CFUV volun- 
teers the same day the CBC ex- 
ecutive telephoned me. In the two 
and a half months since then, there 
has been no quick deal, and no 
secrecy — nor will there be. 
Fears of a loss of ‘programming 
autonomy” are groundless as 
long as CFUV’s broadcast license 
is held by the University of Vic- 
toria Student Radio Society — not 
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TRAMA 
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the CBC, me, Zeno, or anyone 
else. This gives the Society control 
over our programming (as it has 
always had) both theoretically and 
in practice. I have never heard any 
suggestion that this should change 
— in fact the CRTC probably 
would prevent such a change if 
anyone ever tried. 

The author of the column was aware 
of the preceding facts long before it 
was printed. The admittance of being 
“out of touch with CFUV’s internal 
politics” appears to have been used as, 
an excuse for printing a column based 
on substantially inaccurate information. 

It’s one thing to comment ina general 
way about a hypothetical issue such as 
CBC affiliation, but to base an entire 
column on a foundation of hyperbole 
and inaccuracy takes away from what 
would otherwise be a legitimate 
position. 

We will never give up control of 
our programming to anyone. 

Discussing the role of campus/com- 
munity radio and how we can better 
fulfill it is worthwhile. To me, however, 
it is a waste of time and energy to 
debate proposals that do not exist.

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Billy Bragg Plays Expo

ecember 5 saw the return of Bil- 

D ly Bragg to our part of the world 

as he filled the 86th Street Music 

Hall in Vancouver. He was midway 

through his twenty city North American 

tour in support of his new LP “Talking 

With The Taxman About Poetry.”’ If his 

Vancouver reception is an indication of 

his tour’s success, he should be going 

home to Barking, England pretty darn 
happy. 

He could easily have been mistaken 
for another roadie coming out to check 
the mike for the eleventeenth time. 
Bragg, in his “soul-cialist” t-shirt and 
jeans, launched into a fierce version of 
the Buzzcock’s ‘‘Ever Fallen in Love?” 
What an opening! This was followed by 
a great selection of his material in- 
cluding haunting ballads like ‘‘Man in 
the Iron Mask” and “Myth of Trust” and 
faster paced stuff like ‘‘Help Save the 
Youth of America” and ‘‘World Turn- 
ed Upside Down.’’ The latter, a 
highlight of the show, was rudely inter- 
rupted by a broken guitar string. He 
then switched guitars and improvised 
with a couple of Motown classics. As 
promised, he later performed “World” 
once again ‘‘when we least expected 
Le 

The venue initially made me cringe 
with its building facades and video 
screens, but it provided Bragg with 
comic material as he compared the 
layout to that of a shopping mall and 
ridiculed video. He also made fun of 
the U.S., his mother, Maggie Thatcher, 
the Smiths, and Springsteen (which in- 
cluded a convincing impersonation). 
And yes, his between-song words did 
include his characteristic political 
remarks, but only to an extent which 
made his point, provoked a little 
thought amongst the audience, and in- 
troduced a song. 

Bragg’s nearly two hour long show in- 
cluded all his classics, like “A New 
England,”’ ‘“‘Saturday Boy,” “Between 
the Wars,” and ‘‘Levi Stubbs Tears.” For 
his second encore he departed from 
his familiar solo performance as he was 
joined on guitar by his roadie, Wiggy. 
“Wiggy taught me to play guitar,” we 
were informed. “He showed me a 

_ fourth chord the other day, but I’ve 
since forgotten it.” Together they per- 
formed covers of “Route 66’’ and 
“Stand Down Margaret.” 


Live, Billy Bragg comes across as 
likeable, humorous, and confident. 
He’s certainly got something to say 
whether it be ona level of international 
politics or about growing up in awe of 
the girl next door. His ability to com- 
bine all this makes for a unique and ex- 
citing performer. *

Just a quick review of the local 

releases and demos the station got in 

1986. Musically, things have been 

anything but boring this year and 14 ef- 

forts from local bands and individuals 
attest to this. 


Bed Spins/Lunchbox Factory Celebra- 
tion (9 song release). This tape really 
rawks! From pathos to pop, pseudo- 
hardcore to angst-ridden, 12-string 
dirges, these beer swiggin’ dudes suc- 
cessfully combine all their influences 
into one tight mess. 


Dayglow Abortions/Dayglow Abor- 
tions (LP). The only record of the year, 
this long anticipated release took 
months to materialize in Victoria stores, 
but it was. worth the wait. Witty and 
unembarrassingly silly lyrics combin- 
ed with screaming lead guitar lines. 
Guaranteed to be hated by anyone 
over 30. 


Noise Generation (7 song demo). Two 
of the cuts from this demo are on the 
Random Thought compilations, but 
several other cuts are equally titillating. 
Noise Generation released a second 
demo (21 Tomorrows/Voice Chair) but 
the 3 min. songs of the first demo were 
expanded into explorations in self in- 
dulgence. The great wah-wah, fuzzed 
bass is still there and Nick can sing a 
whole lot better, but it takes just too 
long for anything to happen. 


Oedipus Rex (7 song demo). A good 
little-noticed effort which, if none of the 
songs were highly memorable, should 
not have been ignored either. Obvious 
Alarm/Cure influences. Real promise, 
too bad they broke up. 


Plastic Ladder/King Nine Will Not 
Return (8 song release). Bill Lutela of 
Automatic Shock fame wins my adora- 
tion for this well-produced and profes- 
sional (in the best sense of the word) 
experiment. Bill’s playing confirms his 
reputation as one of Victoria’s best 
guitarists and the electronics and ef- 
fects are tasteful and adventurous. The 
drumming is adequate, but Al 
Limacher’s vocals are mildly annoying. 


Random Thought/A Victoria Sampler, 
Vol. 1 & 2. Lots has been written about 
these cassettes, but I have to reiterate 
that anyone interested in local music 
should own these. Everying from hard- 
core to electronic diddling. 


Red Tide/Final Solution (13 song 
release). With the possible exception 
of NoMeansNo’s 1983 album Mama, this 
is the best release ever to come out of 
Victoria. Even with less than crisp pro- 
duction, the sheer energy and musicali- 
ty of the songs sweeps you along. 
Great. 


Resistance/Irresistable (10 song 
release). Low recording levels and bad 
production keep this tape from kicking 
ass as much as it wants to. The songs 
are not as convincing here as they are 
live which is very unfortunate. Some 
genuinely funny lyrics and good play- 
ing keep the interest up. The 
Resistance shine more on their Expo 
Bop 5 song demo recorded live in Win- 
nipeg and Edmonton during their 
Canada tour last summer. Good stuff. 


Squares (6 song demo). A quirky pop 
tape. Some pretty amusing lyrics and 
competent playing make this another 
band that could develop into 
something good. 


Wardells/Der Fruhling (7 song 
release). Victoria’s pop kings con- 
solidate their title with this release 
which proves you can be accessible 
and still maintain musical integrity. My 
main complaint is that their preoccupa- 
tion with harmonies at times over- 
whelm the instrumentation. This is also 
a problem on Nifty Little Ditties, their 
3song Mushroom Studios demo which 
catches them at their choir-boy best on 
“Get It Right.” ‘Comin’ Back from the 
Dead” would actually rock pretty good 
if it wasn’t for that jangly guitar (buy a 
Marshall amp that goes up to 11, Pete). 


Xaliman Songs (3 song demo). Don 
Xaliman came from Vancouver where 
he had released last year’s Congenial 
Twist of a Mechanical Moonbeam, a 
good instrumental/electronic ‘land- 
scape’. This year’s effort contains sing- 
ing, which is an unwelcome addition. 
Still better than average though.

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an interview with bill bissett

ill bissett is the author of fifty-one 

b books of poetry, the most recent 

of which is called Canada Gees 

Mate For Life, published by Talon- 

books. Jim Andrews interviewed him 

for Fine Lines when bissett was in town 

to read at Open Space. Here are the 
first few minutes. 


JA: There’s a sense of flux in your 
poetry, perhaps an assumption that the 
poem only registers the moment or a 


perception that may dissolve in the 


next moment or the next poem. Are 
you a sort of modern Heraclitus in that 
way? 

bb: Probably; for sure .. . I don’t think 
that you can ever step into the same 
river twice. As confusing as that seems 
to be to the rational mind, which all of 
us, certainly including myself — maybe 
not all of us, but I certainly have a ra- 
tional mind too; maybe everyone 
doesn’t, but I do, and it’s not necessan- 
ly a big help, because it’s always try- 
ing to make sense of things, trying to

evaluate the past, predict the future, 
and if one could just rest easy with the 
Heraclitean maxim, just embroider it on 
one’s forehead, or in one’s veins, I 
think it would be excellent, but that’s 
easier said than done. 

JA: Some poets and philosophers try to 
find out that which doesn’t change. Is 
that a concer with you? 

bb: That’s a concer of mine in terms 
of the political realities that I like to 
write about. And, of course, some rela- 
tionships sometimes don’t change, but 
you can’t make them not change when 
they start to change; I think that’s 
where the Heraclitus part comes in 
with them. With politics, I think there 
wants to be a stable body politic, a 
stable society in which there’s 
guaranteed wages for work of equal 
value. I think that’s very important and 
has to be seen as a stable want, that if 
the species itself doesn’t yet want it, in 
terms of evolution, the rational mind 
wants the species to want it so we can 
learn to want these things. 

JA: The rational mind wants the .. .? 


bb: I don’t know ... umm... 
Egalitarian thinkers want the rational 
mind to want the species to wantit... 
Other kinds of thinkers don’t give a 
good god damn... . The rational mind 
may be up for grabs — I don’t know — 
I’m not defending the rational mind 
here. Just like in politics, Heraclitus is 
not enough for me; in terms of politics, 
I like to think of sensible programs that 
provide guaranteed minimum income 
for everybody. I like free enterprise, 
but I don’t like it to the exclusion of 
people’s ability to eat and be clothed. 


I think poverty is one of the greatest 
abuses. 


JA: You avoid preaching in your 
poetry, particularly ... 


bb: And I preach in interviews. 
JA:... particularly in your political 
poetry. That’s what you avoid; what do 
you do in your political poetry? 


bb: I try not to say that this is what I 
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think ought to or wants to happen, 
’cause that is preaching, and people 
tend to do that in interviews, I suppose. 
I just try to put my particular beliefs 
across. No one has to believe them. In 
political poetry, I try to use more 
humor, so that it’s not a list of beliefs 
that people might agree or not. agree 
with and then discuss in those terms. 
It may have some story line, it may have 
some observations about the world and 
some exempla that might actually sup- 
port the philosophy that’s being 
presented, and maybe some healthy 
agnosticism as well, so that it can be 
food for thought rather than a conclu- 
sion. I don’t think people read conclu- 
sions very entertainingly; I don’t think 
writers write them very entertainingly, 
either; they’re too much like treatises. 


JA: Your poetry in general avoids con- 
clusions, whether they’re political con- 
clusions ... 

bb: Or emotional ones, philosophic 
ones ... I try to avoid them. In the 
longer poems, you'll see me slipping 
in this thing about guaranteed 
minimum income, and equal wages for 
work of equal value. These are things 
I really do believe; nothing, I think, 
would ever change that in me. 


JA: You’ve spoken of the ‘organized 
large death cults” in one of your 
poems. What are they? 

bb: And you don’t want me to preach? 
Oh, no, you didn’t say you didn’t want 
me to. To me, an organized large death 
cult is a military, industrial complex of 
any nation; it’s an armed force of any 
nation; it’s usually some alliance of 
church and state of any nation; some 
main theocracy of any nation. No mat- 
ter how liberal one wants to be, how 
tolerant one wants to be ofall the ways 
people find relief or sustenance for 
their soul, it’s difficult to not look at the 
her/his story books and see the roles 
these large organizations have played 
in mass death, and that’s what I‘mean 
by death cults. Organized death cults. 
They’re not spontaneous and 
impromptu. 

JA: Do you see these as pretty much 
dominating world politics? 

bb: Yeah, unfortunately, I’m not uni- 
que in that. I like to that that these 
things are not going on any more, or 
not going on to such an extent, but 
they've actually increased, and I’m no 
Cassandra, and so I’m certainly, 
therefore, no alarmist, but I’m not com- 


. placent either, and these things have 


totally increased. Everyone is selling 


weapons to everyone, and there’s no 
guarantee onwho’s going to-use what 
for what, and most countries’ workers 
are being exploited for the weapons in- 
dustry. That doesn’t mean I’m a rabid 
socialist. I like & lot of things about 
socialism, I like a.lot of things about 
free enterprise. I think they can be mix- 
ed, the best aspects of both. I think 
Canada has a unique chance for doing 
this. However, we’re involved in all 
kinds of weapons and military scams, 
the same as any other country. Unfor- 
tunately, our hands are no whiter than 
anyone elses ... and the use of the 
word ‘white,’ in that sense is, come to 
think of it, pretty screwed up... 


JA: As in ‘That’s white of you.’ 

bb: Someone was saying to me the 
other day that they didn’t think that the 
hands of Canada were any more ‘lily 
white‘ than anyone else, and I said, well 
that’s for sure, and then later I 
wondered what that means in terms of 
metaphor. I know what it means in 
terms of fact, but why the use of those 
images? 


JA: The hands of ‘lily white.’ 

bb: Yeah, there’s corruption and 
negativism in the languages of all na- 
tions, and it usually has a lot to do with 
the military. It has to do with keeping 
peoples’ minds closed so that they 
can’t see the uses the taxes are going 
to ... military expenditures... 


JA: Are dreams the source of much ot 
your poetry, and is the greatest dream 
of paradise? 

bb: O wow, is that a quote from 
somewhere? You've read... 


JA: Just about. 

bb: Yeah, wow, uh... probly, I don’t 
know... Dreams certainly are a source 
ofa lot of poetry. Writing and painting, 


for me (I’m a painter as well) — these 
are jobs, like anyone else’s job, only 
we're more erratically paid, sometimes 
well, sometimes not at all, depends on 
the year and the month, what’s happen- 
ing, and I don’t feel that we have more 
personal freedom than other people. 
There are a lot of mythologies and delu- 
sions that don’t apply to what actually 
goes on, yet I still hope people like 
what we do, and aren’t liking what we 
do because of the delusions, but actual- 
ly like thw ork, and I think that the 
dream states have a lot to do with the 
sources and origin of metaphor, or im- 
age, or color, or tone, or event. When 
you're a full time writer you hope you 
can somehow use your dreams for 
material. I think maybe one of the 
greatest dreams is the afterlife; reincar- 
nation: that’s a great dream too. These 
all may be facts. So I like to use 
language in a way that it can meana 
certain ambiguity, not like ‘what’s he 
saying?’, but that it can mean ‘o yeah, 
this is true’ or ‘he’s making this a wish 
list,’ you know? ‘people might wish this 
is true.’ I’ve had a couple of pre-death 
experiences, so I’ve seen that tunnel 
that lots of people have seen ... 


There’s this beautiful tunnel you go up 
half-way. In my case, one time, I went 
two-thirds up, and there’s always 
yellow, white, gold, light up there, 


bright rainbow colors, singing, and its 
gorgeous, so then it wasn’t my time and 
I went back down to the hospital bed, 
I guess through the golden corridor 
which is the belly button, etc....Hav- . 
ing had these pre-death experiences, 
I really believe that not only is it great 
to make heaven on Earth, but that there 
are other worlds; something wonder- 
ful is going to happen, for all of us, and 
does, and that we get to it.*«

olitics is a word that turns many 

people off as soon as they hear it. 

Images of boring fat-cat politi- 
cians, insincerity and hot air come to 
mind. Politics as a game, little different 
from football or poker, is often follow- 
ed by its fans as a hobby no different 
from any other. This is the politics of 
election-watching, an addiction to 
number and polls and jargon. We can 
call it politics with a big ‘P’. 

There is, however, another kind of 
politics — the politics that pervades all 
of our lives, our homes and 
workplaces, anywhere people interact. 
This kind of politics decides how deci- 
sions are made, who gets what and 
who pays how much. Politics with a 
small ‘p’ is what life is all about. 


Some people profess to hate this kind 
of politics even more than the big ‘P’. 
Few of us, however, have the inclina- 
tion (or courage, perhaps) to step out 
of the political world that surrounds us. 
We may not like it, but almost 
everything we do is political. 

As participants in the “alternative” 
media, we have a responsibility to be 
especially aware of the pervasiveness 
of politics. We must judge how we fit 
into the mesh of hierarchies that affect 
us, and we need to expose the realities 
of the complex political world around 
us. . 
Politics becomes particularly impor- 
tant when one wants something. Right 
now, CFUV Radio badly wants (and 
needs) two things: improved funding 
and a stronger broadcast signal. We 
can see the prospect for both in the 
near future, but politics will decide 
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whether they are attained. 

For additional funding, we have chas- 
ed every opportunity that has 
presented itself. We raise money from 
our audience, the local business com- 
munity and our own volunteers. The 
University of Victoria is being asked to 
maintain its funding rather than con- 
tinue cutting its financial contribution. 
Now the students of UVic will get a 
chance to do their bit. In March they 
will be voting on a referendum that 
could provide CFUV with an additional 
$1.50 per student per term. This 
amounts to about $24,000 per year. If 
we get their support, UVic students will 
have helped assure the future of cam- 
pus/community radio in Victoria. 

Also in the works is an application to 
increase CFUV’s broadcast power from 
50 Watts to roughly 2000 Watts. The im- 
provement to our signal would be 
great. Our potential audience would 
grow substantially, and our existing 
listeners would no longer have to suf- 
fer through painfully bad reception. 

To make this plan work, we need the 
support of the local community and 
funding help from the University. The 
above-mentioned student referendum 
would provide about half the needed 
money, and we hope UVic will match it. 

As we move into 1987, CFUV is ata 
crossroads. The choice is between a 
future threatened by instability and the 
prospect of decline, or one filled with 
the opportunity to provide a true radio 


. alternative to Lower Vancouver Island.

y first introduction to the 
series of Reid Fleming, 
World’s Toughest Milkman 
comics came on a Saturday morning 
while listening to the CBC’s Basic 
Black. Being interviewed was David 
Boswell, Reid Fleming’s creator. 
Many people will actually have come 
across Reid Fleming in 1978 when he 
first appeared in the Georgia Straight. 
“Thad done a lot of Joe jobs after col- 
lege was over, but at the time I began 
drawing comics I was working, in 
Toronto, as a darkroom technician 
which is alright through the winter but 
as winter turned to spring I began to 
resent emerging from a darkroom into 
a dying day, missing the best part of it. 


So that’s when I decided I’d give a shot 


at being a cartoonist. 


. “Finding a single panel cartoon in the 
New Yorker was being. sold for $600, 
I thought, ‘one lousy cartoon a month,

and I’m all set.’ I began trying to sell 
cartoons to major magazines, single 
panels, and within a couple of months 
I had a very impressive collection of re- 
jection slips, but it was a full page panel 
that I submitted along with the single 
panels that was picked up on by the 
Georgia Straight. They asked for more, 
so I began to do that as a regular week- 
ly feature at a pathetic rate of pay, $20 
for a page. But it was a place to geta 
foot in the door and get some ex- 
perience, serve my apprenticeship at 
my own expense... The first full year 
I worked as a cartoonist at the Georgia 
Straight, I made a grand total of $3,300.” 

Our story thus far: Reid Fleming, as 
a milkman, “... has the exact same 
routine every day. But he brings some 
imagination to what he does to keep it 
interesting. He is fast and he lacks 
finesse ... The idea is to have a 
character with nothing good about him; 
he’s just a total bastard.” 

David Boswell’s first comic strip was 
not Reid Fleming. The first for both 
himself and The Georgia Straight, in ’77,

Subterranean Records

Forget about God — does Flipper ex- 
ist? Around the time of Gone Fishin’, 
most people began to wonder. With 
guitar anti-hero Ted Falconi’s essential 
feedback noodling so inaudible that 
tinkling bells often dominated the mix 
(a good joke or a stab in the back?), 
rumours ran rampant that the band was 
actually long defunct ... or touring 
with an Eddie Van Halen sound-alike! 
Far more impressive were the live ver- 
sions of Gone Fishin’s songs that ap- 
peared on the preceding ROIR 
cassette, Blowin’ Chunks — an ab- 
solutely vital compilation of the Flipper 
Tour Machine in action: ugly, drunk, in- 
competent and utterly compelling. 

Well, now Flipper are getting their ya 
yas out all over again. Public Flipper 
Ltd. (a darn funny jab at Lydon’s adop- 
tion of their Generic Album concept) 
features tracks that date primarily from 
1980 - 83 (though the band is apparently 
still slogging through an endless series 
of overpaid ‘‘reunion gigs’’), and it ad- 
mirably repeats only “Love Canal” 
from Chunks. But with most of the 
smash hits already accounted for on the 
cassette (‘‘Ha Ha Ha,” “Get Away,” 
“Way of the World” . . .), P.F.L. is best 
consumed like funny-shaped cereal 
with coloured marshmallow bits: “part 
of a complete breakfast.” 

So what is here? You get one 
fabulous side, with an unbelievably 
sludgey and disjointed version of “Sex 
Bomb” (‘‘We’re not gonna play any 
more until we get four beer!’’), once 
through ‘‘Brainwash”’ (‘‘Am I Billy Idol 
yet?”), and an even muckier “I Saw You 
Shine” — still one of my fave depresso 
songs of all time. As for “new” stuff, 
“Hard Cold World” stands out as a con- 
tinuation of “Get Away”’ ’s tradition of 
top-ten excellence, but ‘Flipper 
Blues,” “I Am The Wheel” and “If I 
Can’t Be Drunk’ are too-useless Flip- 
perjams — they were never quite finish- 
ed, and never will be. 

As usual, the album cover is arguably 
the true highlight: a fold-out, Rocket to 
Russia-style bored game complete with

a tiny, cut-out van, bonus cards (‘‘Pro- 
moter disappears, show cancelled, but 
you play in someone’s back yard”), and 
a nifty, spinning-fish pointer. 

So the Big Question remains: are you 
enough of a fanatical/gullible Flipper 
completist to buy this junk? I am. 


The Feelies

was Heartbreak Comics featuring Lazlo 
the great Slavic lover. ‘‘He was a great 
lover, although he looked like a rat 
crossed with a vampire. He was suc- 
cessful at everything except the one 
woman he really cared about, it was or- 
dained that it was just not going to hap- 
pen.

I didn’t really set about to create 
a given strip with Reid Fleming doing 
or being my particular character, it was 
really a force that virtually seized me 
and I was just compelled to draw that 
first Reid Fleming page, it really just 
happened by itself. It has never been 
that way before or since with 
anything.” The name Reid Fleming, 
though, does have its origins in a boy 
David Boswell went to kindergarten 
with. ‘“‘As I recollect he was always the

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bad boy in the class. I never crossed 
swords with him directly, I used to 
keep my distance, but I recall one thing 
that he did which was just disgusting

One day, in the winter, he stole this 
kid’s hat, took it in to the washroom and 
returned it to him with the contents of 
fensive both to eye and nose.

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everything differently: “I paid for 
10,000 copies of a book having no clue 
as to where to distribute them. But as 
it happens, I did find out fairly quickly 
and within six months, of publication, 
I’d broken even, which is not bad. And 
of course the rest of the run was all 
gravy. I knew I could do it once, sol 
did the same thing with Heartbreak 
Comics which is now all sold out.” 

The second edition of Reid Fleming 
was also self published but it is the cur- 
rent third edition that is probably the 
most significant in David Boswell’s life. 
During last May’s Second Annual Vic- 
toria International Cartoon Festival he 
was invited to attend as one of 
“numerous cartoonists to fill the halls.’’ 
There he met representatives of 
Eclipse Comics of California and soon 
after signed a contract with them to do 
Reid Fleming three times a year. “No 
more Kraft Dinner. All I do now is draw 
the comics.”’ 


“The new books are all continuous 
and they will all fit together in the end 
to make one longer story. I’m working 
with at least six books ahead of me, I’ve 
picked a target towards which I am 
working. At the same time each book 
has got to be independent of the 
others. Nothing is more of a drag than 
picking up a comic book that’s ob- 
viously continuing a story that you 
haven't seen and at the same time 
doesn’t even resolve itself at the end.” 

The entire time we talked, David 
Boswell was drinking heavily from a 
bottle of Lamb’s. Dark Navy milk. I ask- 
ed him what his preference was for, 2% 
or regular? ‘‘40%, I think. One glass 
does the work of 20.” *
